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•The brilliant spectacle of the 
Leonid meteor* ho* been announced 
one year too soon," says Dr. B. J. See, 
one of the mo«t advanced astronomers 
in the government's service. Dr. See 
has sharge of the 2C>-inch equatorial 
telescope at the naval observatory, nt 
Washington. lie Intimated that he 
was able to reach a conclusion con- 
cerning the Leonids, bated upon care- 
ful astronomical calculntions that 
would not harmonize views hereto- 
fore held bf astronomers.
